MoroiDg wdghcd anchort with a (mall breeze 
of wind ; at fevea o' clock the Dolphia ftriking 
the bottom# fwang round on her keel ; but^ aa 
the ground was muddy, (he lay there two boors 
without receiving any hurt, Oa the (ixteeoth, 
we arrived in the Downs, where our pilot went 
on (bore, and received a twelve oarM barge for 
the fervice of the Dolphin, with fre(h provifi- 
ons for the ufe of the company. The Tamer, 
our confort, botmd for Plymouth, pafled us, and 
next day we received our commander onboard; 
upon which we weighed anchor, and failed* 

On the night of the twenty-firft we had a 
firong fquall of wind. On the twenty-fecond, 
we anchored at Plymouth (bund, and faluted 
the admiral with thirteen guns, and (ailed up. 
the jHamoaze, and Ia(h'd'along the hulk. It was 
thought proper, as the Dolphin had taken 
ground, to examineif (he had received any da* 
mage *, when, to our great joy,weJFound(hehad 
received none. We here received two months, 
pay to purchafe neceflaries for fo long a voyage» 
Alter a flay of four days, we left Plymouth, 
in company with the Tamer. 

tsothing remarkable happened in our voy- 
age to Madeira, where we arrived the four- 
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cecDth of July. The fame day we cacne cp aa 
anchor m Fonchiale bay. 

Madeira is iituaced io a fine and healthful 
climatey^ and is compofed of one continued hill 
of a confiderable height, which extends from 
eaft to weft. On the fouth iklei the dccli?i(y 
is cultivated^ and interfperfed'wich vineyards 
and country feats belongiug to the merchants* 
The only confiderable town in the ifland is Fon<» 
chiale« which is fituated on the fouth» at the 
bottom of a large bay ; it is defended by a high 
wall with a battery of cannon, and a fortified 
caftle, which (lands on the Loo, a rock that ri- 
fes above the water at a fmall diftance from the 
fiiore> This town is the only place where 4t 
is polfible for a boat to land, and even there a 
i^iolent furf continually beats upon the beach. 
The ifland is jufily famous for its excellent 
wines, which feem defigned by providence for 
the rcfrelhment of the inhabitants of the tor^ 
rid zone : and never is efieemed good in Eog^ 
land, till it has been a voyage to the Wed In- 
dies. The air is temperate, pure, and ferene; 
They have fine oranges, lemons, bananas, ci«

loor,aiid there are forij blacks to three whitest 
they are much addided to pleafores, winej and 
vomeot The moft of the priefts are negroet 
The common people have icarce cloatht to co" 
f er their nakedoefs, fo that you may have aS 
forts of provifioDSi as hogs ; fowls of all kindSi 
as turkeys^ geefe, &c fruit, and whatever they 
have, for ddcloath^ which they are very proud 
of, particularly oU black cloaths ztc looked 
upon as the moft ikflbionable and genteel This 
illand has four towns, Pray a, Tea ted on the 
caftern coaft upon an eminence, St Domingo^ 
a handfome town, with an archbifhop's fee; 
it has a fine fupcrb cathedral is the feat of the 
governor of the ifland, and is fituated on a large 
navigable river, and of very difficult acccfs; 
St. Domingo Abacen, and St. Jago. 

After getting a fupply of water and frefli 
provifions, we left St. Jago, in company with 
the Tamer, on the eleventh of September, and 
made the coaft of Bralili and came to au an- 
chor at Rio de Janeiio. It is plcafantly Gtuated 
in twenty-three degrees, thirty minutes fouth, 
and well fortified, fo the Portuguezc are vain 
enougb to imagine, that it is beyond the power 
of any nation to attack k with fucccis, there 
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being feferal other iflands fortified with differ 
rent batteries at the entrance : bat the Porta^ 
guefe would not brag fo much, did they know 
what a fleet oi firfi rate Englilk men of war 
can do. There was formerly a yard to buikt 
Bien of war in this place ; their Ihip-carpentert 
are very flowi but make good work. The wea> 
ther is fo hot, that the inhabitants flmit op their 
doors from ten in the morning, when the land 
breeze generally ceafes, till two in the after- 
jnooui when the fea breeze comes osu The 
?ice-*ro7 has bis reiidence here, and isinTefted 
with regal power over the inhabitants* They 
fell flayes in the public market here> two and 
two being chained together. 

The Fortuguefe women here are not very 
bandfome, and are much given to pleafure $ and 
the fcenes of debauchery begin as foon as the 
evening, no women ever being to be feen in the 
day time. The vice-roy's palace is a fine flroe* 
ture, which is a ftately ftone building, and the 
only one in the whole city that has windows^ 
all the reft having only lattices. The church- 
es and omvents are very magnificent, which 
have a prodigious efied upon the minds of the 
common people. On their altar-pieces are ma- 
ny fine figures of our Saviour, the Virgin Ma^ ^ 
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"i mgncfe td tlhk orade, Aac thef take no care to 
i fo# or planv okhtr kiads of vegetabics, which 
M jsatseMf all provifion^ eKceffive dear.

On the nittctenth, the commodore went on 
fllore fe pay ftl^ compliments to the ^cc-rof, 
tfnd was moft graciouOy received by him and aH 
his nobles, and had the nfaal falute. At noon 
the Kent fodlamati with lord Give entered the 
bay, when the ufual falutes were given. 

On the fevenih of Qftober, the vice-roy re- 
turned his vifit to the commodore, where he 
was received with the u<ual honours, all hands 
having manned the ihip, and fifteen giins fired 
on rhe occafion. 

On the ninth, lord Clive waited on the com- 
modore, when the ufual compliments of guni 
were exchanged. 

From the fifteenth of September to the 
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eightecDth of O^ber our men were employ* 
ed in wooding, watering, caulking, &c and 
having compleated our (hips for fea, we Tap* 
pofed our next courfe would have been fo 
the Eaft Indies. Our commodore from all ap* 
pearances feemed to have this in his view, that 
even Lord Clive was deceived, and ima^ned 
we ihould go by the Cape of Good Hope. 

On the twentieth of OAober we left Rto de 
Janeiro. A iignal being given by the conuoo' 
dore, the commander of the Tamer came on 
board, when the companies of both fliips were 
informed that we were to go to make difcove* 
lies in the. South feas; and that the govern* 
ment would allow them double pay for the 
profecution of this voyage. 

There was nothing material happened till 
the twenty feventh of November, when, after 
many fevere fqualls of wind, we arrived at C^ 
Blanco, near the river Coemarories, in the la« 
titude of 46 degrees, 50 minutes fouth, and in 
the longitude of 72 degrees, 7 minutes from 
London. While we ftaid here the weather 
was very tempeftous, therefore on the thirti- 
eth we fent our boats to found the harbour ; 
and the next day we entered it, and found it 
very rocky on both fides of the entrance, about

^ghts, and fighting wild bea(b» The yaotisf 
iemales alfo difpby their charms there in the 
moft iogcnions and forcible mariner ; they arc 
finely fliaped, without having been fqaeezed \w 
i box of whalebone, or cramped with bars of 
iron. Such a pnblick day is the mod agreeai* 
bic of their whole lives ; on this occaGon they' 
dittribute the prizes, add make choice of theif 
husbandst who muft be twenty-erght years or 
age at leaft : the inequality of condition be- 
tween families is no objedion to any match, the 
only lawful obftade is difference of age ; they 
fay nature hath for ever feparated fummer from 
winter. As to fortune, each individual finds 
a competency in labour tod induftry. 

Their opera is without aflfioUi and confifts 
intirely in recital and defcriptidn. They fing 
of the beauty of the fun, the fucceffion of the 
feafons, the fruiifulnefs of the earth, conjugal 
aff^eftion, the annual increafe of population, 
friendfliip, brotherly love, j>atriotifm, the in- 
ventors of the plough, the mill, the art of build- 
ing, language, wrinng, navigation, &c. 

In their tragedies the perfons of the drami 
coiifift of ancient giants, who wanted to tyra- 
hizc over* others, bccaufe they were ftrongcf 
ttUer. The cataftrophe being always con- 
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liftent with poetical joftiee, and ending with 
pimiQiment of the giiiltyi; 

By their comedies it would feeni^ that thd 

¥itagonians dcfa't like to be diverted at the et- 

pence of each other, but the; keep fome lit* 

tie men as we do dwarfe in Earope, and takes* 

ptekfare in introdacing thefe on the ftage b/ 

nj of comraft ; for eitaitiple, they repr^fent 

a Pitagoaian beauty as fettirig a man of five 

feet tipOQ her knee, treating him with great 

kihdnefs, and dcfiring him to reach her fome'

Qor ftrengtb of the country, looks up at it, but 

defpairs; (Ue gives hm an ax to break down 

tbe tree, bttc he is not able to lift it. A wild 

baft ajpproadhes them; Ah my dear lover!

Inf 

mother fcene there is a prize depending upoa 

I leap over a little ditch of water, only thirty 

eet broad ; our little man jumps, and falls in 

he middle. He is offered revenge in a fight 

jvith a petty Patagonian, not fevcn feet and a 

lalf high, who knocks him down thefirft blow; 
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nil anttgonifl is enraged, and the {peStaton dS<^ 
Verted at his impotent refentment. 

The Patagonians generally defpife men of 
tour fiac, on account of their oun majeftick fta--* 
ture, but behave kindly to them, eveci whil^ 
they divert thcmfclves with them. Thcfe peo-* 
pie hope to have toitiedies foon in a beitc^ 
taft^ for the Bfeaux-efprits, that have fuccced— 
td already in the tragedy add opera, are ia&'«' 
proving the comic theatre at prefent, but a*^ 
they are whimfical and quarrelfome, it is fear- 
ed! it will delay the work, but their quarrels 
furniih the publick with very high ent^rtaid^ 
ments. 

The PatasroniJfi thMtre is very fingdlar, for 
without having read either Vitruvius or Palla«

dio, or feen any models from them, their hoa<« 
fes are built in the eliptical form; fo well pro-^ 
portioned to the eye and ear, that the behold* 
crs may fee and hear from the moft distant 
parts of the theatre. There are feats in the 
.pit as well as the boxes for the company; the 
Patagonians fay they fliould not make a toil of 
t pleafure. Their theatres in p,encral are lar- 
ger than ours ; that of the ca|)ital is of an extra- 
ordinary f:2e, and lo ii ihould be, to hold ihir-' 
ty .thoiiliind giants : their inhabitauU are abour

|>aft labbqf- ire maintaihecl, to prevent the nior'» 
tification of being forced to beg. It is labour 
in general which conftitntes the wealth of par# 
ticnter families, as it does thit of the (tate. 
Certain of fubfifting by thti work of their handd^ 
tliey are not at>preheh(lve df becodiing too nu*- 
BierMi, whilft labour is anivcrfally refpededs 
riie mptt they increafe, the more laud is culti^ 
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by a foreign difcafe, which was broaghc home ' 
by fdme Patagonian trayeilers: many means 
urere ufed to deftroy its TioIence> but to no 
purpofci till they thought of a method to re- 
move its fatality by communicating the didem- 
per to the fubje^s after a proper preparation; 
the prafiice w^$ brought ip TPgue ;)fcer fevea 
pr eight fuccefsful ex|^riments, apd a new hof- 
pital built for thofe who were willing to fe« 
(Cure themfelves and their children from d^a- 
ger. 

The I'atagonians ar^ only acquainted with 
patural^medicine : they loqk vfpon their blood* 
as the fountain pf life* a|id fay it ought not to 
be exbaudedj but purified. Every perfon is 
his own family'^ phylician^ with the ai&dance 
pf diet, and a few iimples, and calls in his neigh* 
hours for thpr affifiancci if he finds himfelf ^c 
a lofs. The PaiagQuians might very eafiiy 
comfort themfelves for iheir jgnor^nce in ir^e- 
dicine, if ihey were not fenfible that feme pro-^ 
ficicncy has been made in it within thefe t\vo 
thoufand years 5 they proceed by obfervation, 
pot by fyflem : the part of phyfick mod efteera^ 
^d by them is the hygiene, v^hich prevents ma-, 
ladies, by means of temperance, werciffj, ^4 
jilacrity.

health and cieanlinefs by the poblick baths and 
imirieofe edifice(fi which greatly decorate the 
fity. 

Knowing that large cities crQwdcd are very 
pernicious to health, the country is brought 
into the dry; the houfes are but one ftorjr 
high, kiilt feparate, with a garden and park to 
each houfe. They build their houfes with 
large bcaraspf wood, notwithftanding they have 
plenty of ftone-quarries, but make ufe of ftone, 
only in building publick edifices ; they obje^ 
igainfl ftone and mortar, as thefe nmterials are 
apt to fueat out a moif^ure^ which occafions ^ 
conOant breathing of vapours^ which afieA thQ 
ocrves and ftomach thro* time. 

Every thing is removed that may torrupt thCt 
air. Some ignorant, but charitable Paragoniail 
had built hofpitals in different parts of the ci- 
ty, but finding the people more fickly in thofc 
quarters of the town, the hofpitals were re- 
moved without the Walls, by which means the 
fjck alfo found good effefts, and recovered mQi"C 
ipeedily : at the fame lime a regulation was 
made, that every patient fbould have a bed to 
ihpnifelves. 

A grtac part of the paiioa was carried o^ 
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As to the geoeral term of the daruion 
life among the . Fatagonians, it is to be pn 
.iDcd, that. as great bodies keep growiog 
' thirty^ their very old age is aboat two h 
dred aod ten, vhea their ftrength fails, i 
.iheir fenfes decaying, they feldom regret 
lofs of life. Their plaee of borial was form 
ly withio the walls of the city, but, as it * 
feared the corrDprion of the dead bodies mi; 
infeA the liviogi that was prevented for the 
tare. 

About a century ago, the j^tagonians w 
much affrighted by feme people, who were 1 
pofed to be dead, and had come to. life ag: 
they made enquiry of each other what w 
the certain figns of death ; it was determii 
that putriGctiion was an uadoabted fign : 
inltead of burying the dead bodies within tn 
ty-four hours, they deferred the iotermeni 
there was a (ign of pDire^£lioo. This et 
Vas of long Handing, but time does not coi 
crate error in that colofial nation, which 
more coarfe good fenfe than refined wit.

waJl with a battery of cannon, and a fortified 
caftle, which (lands on the Loo, a rock that ri* 
fes above the water at a fmall diftance from the 
ihore- This town is the only place where it 
is pofiible for a boat to land, and even there a 
violent furf ccmtinually beats upon the beach. 
The i0and is juflly famous for its excellenjt 
wines, which feem deligned by providence for 
the rcfreflunent of the inhabitants of the tor«- 
rid zone : and never is efteemed good in Eng^ 
bnd, till it has been a voyage to the Wed In«- 
dies. The air is temperate, pure, and ferene; 
They have fine oranges, lemons, bananas, ci*

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troDSy apricots, peaches, figs, plumbs, grapes^ 
all of exquifite tafte, and high flavour. This 
illand abounds with fine cedar trees, and pro- 
duces good corn and pafturage ; a great part of 
li^hich they annually burn, and plant fugar canes 
in the aihes, which, in fix months, produces 
large crops of fugar. 

The inhabitants are humane and good na- 
turcd, very afiable, and courteous to ftrangers : 
they are much given to pleafure, and are verj 
dexterous in preferving their difierent fruits. 
In f onchiale there is a biihop's fee, with feve- 
ral other fine churches and convents, which 
make a very fine appearance. Thd nuns here 
are, befides embroideries, employed in making 
curious flowers of all forts, and other trinkets^ 
vhich, at particular hours, they difpofe of to 
ftrangers, for the benefit of the convents; and 
con?erfe freely with ftrangers through a dou- 
ble barr'd grate, and (ome of theo are remar* 
kably handfome. 

This ifland lies in the Atlantic ocean, is in 
the form of a triangle, two hundred and forty 
miles north, by eaft of Teneriffe ; three hun- 
dred and fixty from Cape Contus on the coaft 
of Africa ; and three hundred north of the i* 
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(iasd of Forro : ic was firft difcovered by an 
UQgliih gentleman, in 1344. 

Vihcfx we arrived at Madeira we found his 
Majefty's (hip the Ferrit, who fainted us in the 
ufual form : we had the fame honour paid us 
by the citadel Here we were fupplied with 
frefli provifions of all kinds, with water and 
Vfine. On the twentiethi we took our leave of 
the governor, and after the ulual compliments 
on both fides, of firing guns, &c. we fet fail with 
the Crown, Ferrit and Tamer : after which we 
jReered for St. Jago in our voyage, and parted 
with the Crown and Ferrit, and fell in with 
the Liverpool, one of his Majefty's jQiips from 
theEafl Indies, bound for England, with yfhota 
we fent our difpatches. 

On the thirtieth, we faw the ifland of St. Ja- 
go, and came to an anchor in Porto Praya bay, 
after falqting a fmall fortrefs, which they re<^ 
turned. 

St. Jago is a beautiful and confiderable town 
in South America, and the capital of Chili, lon- 
gitude 69. 3^ weft, latitude 33* 40 fouth; it is 
fituated on a large beautiful plain, abounding ia 
all the neceifaries of life : it is a bilhpp's fee, 
and a royal audience. Thi^iiland abounds in 
(rccs, fruit, Indian corn, cattle, and mines of 
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to give her a warm reception^ bj firing all adf 
guns, and then boarding her frjom both ihiptu 
Night coming on, we loft light of her till nexc 
morning. 

0& the twentieth ^tft Wefe emplojred in get**' 
itig up our guns, we having only four upon 
deck. Which had been ufed as figdal guns, and 
then camd to an anchot, having the Tamer a- 
ftern, with a fpring on her cable ; and that we 
might give her as warm a reception as pofliblei 
we remov^ all our guns to one fide, pdntmg 
to the place where the veflel mnft pafs. 

Thus, when we were making preparations 
fbf at edgagement, the (lore ihip ran aground 
upon i hivks at which time the ft range fliip 
came up t6 her } and upon feeing her in di- 
ftrefs immediately caft anchor, and hoiftedoat 
her boats to give her af&ftaliice; but before 
they got to her, our own boats had come to 
her affiftaiice, and the commanding officer had 
got orders not to let any of them come on 
board, but to thank them in the moft polite 
manner for their intended afSftance. We after* 
wards found this to be a large French trading 
vcffcl without any guns, atid had come to thefc 
parts for wood and water. The flore-(hip, 
however, foon got into deep water, and joined 
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sst and pn the nineteenth wc got into Port Fa» 
ouoe. 

We were emfdoyed during oar ftay in this 
port in receifing provifions from the iloreihipb 
On the twent]r*fifch, the commodore fent home 
the draughts of all the places he had caufed to 
be taken, by the florefliip, with orders^ that if 
they were in any danger of being boarded and 
examined by any foreign fiiips or Teffels^ their 
firft care flumld be to throw the plans and pac* 
kets into tlie Tea. When fhe was fent off, all 
that were (tck on board the Dolphin and Ta« 
iner obtained leave to return in her to England : 
kt the fame dme the commodore gave every 
perfon, that did not chufe to proceed on the 
voyage, leave to return to £ngland, (hough 
Ithere was qply one accepted of this ofier. 

On the twenty-sfixthi we left Port Famine, 
and difcovered the French (hip lymg at anchor 
in a fmall bayi, with her yards and top-mads 
fti:uck. Vft b\k^ at four the next morning, 
smd at eleven we Worked between Cape For- 
ward ^nd Cape Holland. The ftreights here 
ar? four leagues blrpad, the land on each fide 
rifing high, and the motintaios covered with 
fUGW. We came now a -bread of Cape For- 
^^ard, which is the fouthermoft part of the cou-

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all kinds. The inhabicaDts are of a copper cch 
lour, and there are forty blacks to three i^hites z 
they are much addified to pleafures, mnt, and 
women. The moft of the priefts are negroes. 
The common people have fcarce cloaths to co« 
ver their nakednefs, fo that you may have all 
forts of proviiionsi as hogs ; fowls of all kinds^ 
as turkeys, geefe, &c. fruit, and whatever thej 
have, for old cloaths, which they are very proud 
of^ jparticularly old black cloaths af e looked 
upon as the moft faihionable and genteel This 
ifland has four towns. Pray a, feated on the 
cftftern coaft upon an eminence, St. Domingo, 
a bandfonie town^ with an archbifhop's fee; 
it has a fine fuperb cathedral, is the feat of the 
governor of the ifland, and is fituated on a large 
navigable river, and of very difficult accefs; 
St. Domingo Abacen, and St. Jago* 

After getting a fupply of water and frefh 
provifions, we left St. Jago, in company with 
the Tamer, on the eleventh of September, and 
made the coaft of Brafil, and came to au an- 
chor at Rio de Janeiro. It is pleafantly (ituated 
in twenty-three degrees, thirty minutes fouth, 
and well fortified, fo the Portugueze are vain 
enough to imagine, that it is beyond the power 
of any nation to attack it with fucccft^ there 
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hting federal other iflands fortified with diffi> 

rent batteries at the eotraoce : but the Poruit- 

guefe would not brag fo much, did they know 

what a fleet ot firft rate Engliik men of war 

can. do. There was formerly a yard to build 

men of war in this place ; their jQiip-carpenters 

ve very flow, but make good work. The we*- 

dier is fo hot, that the inhabitants (bftt op their 

doors from ten in the morningi when the land 

breeze generally ceafes, till two in the after* 

jioon, when the fea breeze comes osu The 

▼ice-roy has his refidencehere^ and isiuTefted 

with regal power over the inhabitants* They 

fell flaTes in the public market here^ two and 

two being chained together. 

The Fortuguefe women here are not very 
bandfome,,and are much given to pkafure ; and 
the fcenes of debauchery begin as foon as the 
evening, no women ever being to be feen in the 
day time. The vice-roy's palace is a fine ilr ue* 
ture, which is a ftately ftone bmlding, and the 
only one in the whole city that has windows^ 
all the reft having only lattices. The church* 
es and convents are very magnificent, which 
have a prodigious eflfeA upon the minds of the 
common people. On their altar-pieces are ma* 
ny fine figures of our JSaviour, the Virgin Ma*.

have done; aod if all commanders had the fame 
degree ofcompaflion, the one half of themen'? 
lives, which are loft in thofc long voyages,

On the iwenty-fecond, we fet fail, and (leer- 
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ed oar coprfe between Cape Monday and dpn 
Upright, which are aboac ^yc teagues diftan( 
from each other. Here we obferted our jib^ 
boom was ipruog; vfe therefore caole to an 
anchori till bar boom was repaired.

i^ght, we fpied the la][id, which fhocked us pro- 
digiQufly : the iky beiog darjk ^nd lowriug, 
we expected nojching^ but beiog dafhed in pie- 
ces amongft thofe fifigbtf ul rocks : but "provi* 
clence interposed in our behalf, aud by boift- 
ing our head*-f^s, our fhip in a moment veer* 
ed rouud, and we were favcd from the impends 
ing danger. At this time we made a fignal foe 
the Tamer to come up, and fail before us, tq 
give us proper fignals. In the late ilorm we^ 
had fplit our mizen top-fail, and received othei;

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^ffiigje^ ^hkh we repaired. The day tiow be* 
gan CO dawQ opoD us, which gate us frefli lifo 
and Tigoor, and we foon after came to an an* 
chor in Cape Monday bay. Our commodore^ 
after having returned God thanks for our mi- 
racnlout prefervation^ called thofe high ianda 
Cape Providence. 

On the twenty-eighth of March^ We esami* 
ned our cables^ which bad been much cut by 
the rocks, and landed new ones tn thdir places 
There the Tamer parted from her ancbori 
and drove from he& bank, but recdvod Qo da* 
nage. 

From the thirteenth of March till the fixth 
of April, we had nothing but continual fqugUa 
v£ wind, when we got moderate good weatfanr. 
The country and hills here have a very dreary 
afped, nothing but barren hills, without treea 
or verdure. VV e faw a number of Indians, to 
whom the commodore made feveral prefentti 
which pleafed them much. Next morning we 
got under fail, with a favourable gale, which 
continued only for a fliort time, when we were 
obliged to come to an anchor again. Our boat 
returning with the agiecable news, that they 
had found feveral coovcnicnt places forancho* 
rage on the fouth (liore. 
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die Dutch drove away the Spaniards, to whom 
it then belonged ; but the Portuguefe, in their 
tnrn, pbliged the Dutth to leave it in i6ss^ 
The air of this country, though within the 
tmrid zone, is pretty temperate and wholefome; 
infomuch that people live there a long while. 
The water in general is very good, and the 
£)il fertile and excellent. There comes more 
fugar from thence than all other parts of the 
World : befides this, it produces tobacco, Indi« 
dn com, feveral forts of fruits, and medicinal 
drugsk ' The wood brought from Brazil, and 
hence fo called, is of very great ufe in dying 
red; and» within the country, there is gold, 
and feveral forts of precious ftones: likewife 
the cattle, carried over from Europe, increafe 
prodigiouflyi infomuch that there is no want of 
provifions. They have feveral forts of animals 
not known in Europe ; and among the reft, a 
bird called Cbllbri, whofe body is not much 
larger than that of a May-bug, and it iings as 
harmonioufly as a nightingale ; it is a perfed 
beauty, and the neck is of fuch a lively red, 
that it might be miHakcn for a ruby; the bel- 
ly, and the upper part of the wings, are of the 
colour of gold, and the thighs are as green as 
an emerald; the legs and UU are as black as 
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polifhed ebony, and the ej es refemble.two OTal 
diamonds, being of the colour of burnifhed 
fteel ; the head is green, with a mixtnreof gold, 
and of a furprizing luftre ; that of the cock is 
adorned with a fmall tuft: it is almoft impofC* 
ble to conceive how fo fnull a bird can have f<i 
loud a note* The Portuguefe chiefly mhabic 
the/ea-ebaft, for they have not penetrated far 
into the country. The inland parts are full of 
people of different languages; but they all a<^ 
gree in wearing no fort of cloaths. They are 
of a copper-colour, with long coarfe black hair 
on their heads, but without any on the other 
parts of their bodies like the reft of the Axne* 
ricans. They are ftrong, lively, and gay; and^ 
as they are fubjed to few difeafes, they live a 
long time* They love to adorn themfelves with 
' feathers, and they are very fond of feafts ; at ^ 
which they dance and ikip about immoderately* 
They have no temples, nor any other fign of 
religion ; and they make no manner of fcrupfc 
to marry their neareft relations. Some pre- 
tend that they are canibals, and eat tfaofe that 
they have taken in war : but this is a' fable* 
They have huts made of the branches of trees, 
and covered with palm-tree leaves. Their fur- 
Diture confifts chiefly in their hammocks, and 
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dUhes, or cups, made of calibafhes, painted with« 
oat of a red colour, and black within; thei^ 
knives are made of a fort of Aone and fplit 
canes ; and they have likewife baikets of difie-> 
rent fizes, chiefly made of palm->tree leavest 
Their arms are only bows, arrows, and wood* 
en clobir When they travel, they faften their 
hammocks between two trees, andfleepall night 
therein. The Portuguefe divide Brafil into 
fifteen governments or capitanaries ; eight of ^ 
which belong to the king of Portugal, and the 
reft ro great men, who have peopled them at 
Cheir own e^pence. 

Salvador is the capital of Brafil, and ftands on 
the hay of All Saints, near the river Pitangi, is 
large, rich and well-built; but upon an uneven 
ground, apa)i an eminence of about one hun« * 
dred fathoms, formed by the eaft fide of the 
bay; fp that cranes, &c. convey the goods up 
and dowti frotn the city to the port.

The fruiti 
and greens are eaten up by pifmires- 

The Porragnqfearc fo addiffed to the plant- 
ing of fugar ana tobacco, that fome have up- 
wards of five hundred flaves, whofe labour is^ 
fo hard, and fuftcnance fo £ 
reckoned to live long, if ll 
years. So great ia iJt>- 
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tf Africa, and oht thouland eight hundred eaffc 
'of the coaft-of South America. Longitude 4 
t'^^rees 35 minutes weft, latitude 1 6 degrees 
ibttth. 

At a difbgace wt fpyM a foreign fail, ^hicfl 
^biAed Fftech colours, but we ran her out 

cf fight before next morning. Oft the tweii« 
cieth, at eleven in the morning, we were fur-* 
priced with Out (hip^s ftriking u^n a largd 
Whale, as the (hip went at the prodigious rate 
of fix knots m an hour : We wer« however 
feon relieved from our fears, by finding our 
fhip had m^l with no damage, though we per« 
cdved we had witahded oor eiieifty, ai We ob« 
ferved the fea coloured with blood. 

On the twenty fourth the rudder of tht 
Tamer broke, and the cbmmodore contrived a 
naltrlne to ftedr her, inftead of a rjidder, 
lK4iich afrer the catpenters had compleated« 
file ileered for Antigua to repair her damages* 
After the departure of the Tamer we had a 
ttoft vicrfent gate of wibd, whidi drove us to 
the northward dP the wi6{tern iflands, till we 
taine within two hundred ieiq^es of the land. 
AVe had xk)W a ftrong eaft wind, which we 
fi>ttnd vel'y piercing, after having come out of 

F 
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eighteenth of Oftober our men were employ* 
' ed in wopdiog, watering, caulking, &c. and 
having compleated our ihips for Tea, we fup* 
pofed our next courfe would have been for 
the Eaft Indies. Our commodore from all ap« 
pearances feemed to have this in his viewi that, 
even Lord Clive was deceived, and imagined 
we Ihould go by the Cape of Good Hope. 

On the twentieth of Oftober we left Rio de 
Janeiro. A fignal being given by the commo* 
dore, the commander of the Tamer came on 
board, when the companies of both ihips were 
informed that we were to go to make difcove« 
ries in the. South feas; and that the govern- 
ment would allow them double pay for tber 
profecution of this voyage. 

There was nothing material happened till 
the twenty feventh of November, when, after 
many fevere fqualls of wind, we arrived at C^ 
Blanco, near the river Coemarories, in the la- 
titude of 46 degrees, 50 minutes fouth, and in 
the longitude of 72 degrees, 7 minutes from 
London. While we ftaid here the weather 
was very tempeftous, therefore on the thirti- 
eth we fent our boats to found the harbour ; 
and the next day we entered it, and found it 
very rocky on both fides of the entrance, about 
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a quarter of a mile broad. Oa our enter iog 
the harbour the wind was very favourable, 
with fiae weather^ our boats all out about the 
fliip \ but on a fudden the wind chop'd about, 
fo that we could not get our fails furl'd, nor 
retam, the tide of flood running with fuch ra- 
pidity, that before we could bring her up, fhe 
took the (hore. The night was dark, rainy, 
and tempeftous, AH our hopes of a golden 
treafure were now loft ; as all "our boats were 
driven to fea, and our ihip on ihore, we look- 
ed for nothing but periihing on this defart 
coaft of Patagonia. 

But next morning, to our great joy, Provi- 
dence drove our twelve-oarM barge into the 
harbour, by which, m^ans the fhip was prefer- 
vcd. Next day we got into the middle of the 
Ilirbour, but the weather being ftill very tem- 
peftous, we took all the precautions we could 
to moor the fiiip fafe. 

Two of the boats that were driven on ihore 
returned this day, all well, though the xfL^ 
bad fufiered extreamly by the weather. The 
day following our longboat returned after ha- 
Ting been carried feveral leagues to fea. 

During our ft ay here we repaired our fliip. 
We could find but little freflx water, which. 
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WIS of a mineral tzfte, «iid tlie tiai^K»r '^ ol 
bad anchorage: We left Fort Defire cm the 
fourth of December, The oiAf goo4 we got 
M this place wis the refre&Heg obt mea wiA 
the frefh prorifioM Aey g« fccrc. We ifr 
refled our courfc to the fcothwwd of Pep7# 
Hland, in the hnitude of 4? degre es IbQlh, wl 
in the longitude of (S4 degrees from the iBtn- 
6izn ol LondotL Here we ezpcfted to inA 
plenty of wood and' water, tut trere dtftp* 
pointed. On tht twcwieth, «t foftr ia thcrf 
ternoon, wc faw tire extrenntf of Ae laod «t 
Cape Fair-weather, cxtcmimg fron foaih ti 
weft. 

The next day we faw Ope "VirgTO Mary 
from which we wctb five leagites djftam, anf 
^0 the land named Terra dtl.Fttego. A 
three o'clock eext morning we weighed an 
chor, and at lU tlie extremities of Terra de 
Fuego appeared ; at eight we faw clouds d 
fmoak ariiiag from diffet'cnt places, and pre 
fently faw a number of people on horfcbadi 
At ten we anchored, and faw Cape Virgil 
Mary, which appeared « eaS b 
were ihcQ about 11 
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laade frieadly figoals to US| upo^ which we 

iQanned and armed 9U QW boats, 

» On our firft approachiog the (bore evident 

marks of fear appeared m the countenances of 

|di in the boats^ at feeing human creatures of 

filch an enormous fize. When arrived within 

twenty yards of the £hore we lay on our oars, 

nd ohTerfed that great numbers of them fur^ 

roanded the beach> and by their (ignals we i- 

laagined they were defirous to have us to land* 

We made a fignal that they fhould recjre back-' 

Ward^-the commodore and chief officers con« 

fiilting what was nioft proper to be doi^et 

As foon as the Indians retired the commo* 
dore and hb officers landedf and immediately 
drew up bts men in a form of defence- Upoo) 
our landing upwards of two hundred came a« 
bout us, fmiling at the prodigious difproporti- 
on there was between their lize and ours. Af- 
ter many agreeable tokens of Idve and friend- 
ihip> the commodore made them fome prefents 
of beads, and other fmall trinkets ; but was o- 
Wiged to make them fit down before he could 
put the beads aqd ribbons about their necks ; 
And e?en then they were as high as him when 
{landing. They Were fo greatly pleafed at fecrf 
ipg themfelves dreiTed in thefe ornaments, that 
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they could fcarcely be hindered from careffingf 
the commodore^ particularly the women, whofe 
middle (latare feemed to be about eight feet^ 
the largeft fize between nine and ten. 

The faces of the women were painted, and 
they had collars about their necks ; their 
hair long, black, and hanging down behind.. 
We were greatly furprized with feeing fome.- 
of their women with collars on their necks and 
bracelets on their arms, as from their great 
furprize* at firft feeing us, we imagined they 
had never feen any of the human race be^ 
fore : but if what Sir John Narborough and 
others have obferved be true, thofe Indians 
change their fituation , with the fun» fpending 
their fummer herei and their winter farther 
to the north, for the benefit of a warmer cll^ 
mate. 

Thofe Indians were about ten feet high, 
flraight and.well made* broad fet, and of a 
prodigious ftrength. They ride upon horfes 
about fifteen feet high : Both men and women 
ride aft ride. Their dog's nofes were picked 
like a fwine's. They by figns invited us up 
the country, and we by figns invjted them on 
board tl^e fliin, » . " 
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A Pacagonian is not fabricated as a man o^ 
London or Paris^ of five feet high ; he does 
not approach his miilrefs with corrupted man-' 
Qcrs, a weakened conflitution, and a body hur( 
by excefs and debauchery^ but with a Tirtuous 
)>eha?iotir^ k good cbnditution^ aiid noble feui 
timents. 

While i female Fatagonian is with child, all 
difagreeable objeAs lire kept from her ; Ihels 
ftwakened by mufick; they ftudy to divert her 
trith amufement$ mod fuitable to her tafte ; 
iier mind is brightened with joy, without aN 
iowing her to grow ilothf\i[ for want of a^on# 
fkt has exerdfe, luch as walking, or fuch hu(^ 
bandry work, as is mod agreeable to her. The 

Patagoniansdonot doubt the mother's influenco

over both the phyfical and moral conditution 
of the child, as a found drong tree produces 
large fruit. When a young Paiagonian is born^ 
it is fuckled by its mother : it is the opinioa 
of that country, that no other perfon can per- 
form that facred office of nature properly, 
l^vhich is equally for the good of both mother 
and child. The people of that nation do not 

chufe to have their children weak, lame, crooks

cd-lcgg'd, or rickety ; if any family among 
tbemilike a fickly nurfery, IhoQld be unfkaff^ 
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iy] dnd not grow, it would be forced to loofe 
for fhelter to the defart, where it might like- 
ly form a fioor race of weak favages of five 
feet. 

They are very careful not to ftdp the cir- 
tulatioD of the bIobd> and humours, or the mo-' 
tion of the linibs of their children, they don't 
fwaddle them : they learned this Id^^n front 
the brutes ; the healthy babjr k left free like 
a puppy, fcrabbles abdtft a room Covered with 
liwttSi.where nothing' can hurt it; iifhasno o«' 
ther cradle, and foon fprings forward to meet 
the nfppte from which it is nourrlhed, and faf^ 
tens itfelf to h, l^y hanging upcm" its itaother 
With its knedi atid' htt about b^ WHfte r the' 
niothcr does not IcaVc her eiriplbytnent \R*iiIe 
lihe child fucks, nor give^ it any affiftarfce withr 
&er hands; in the fame mantaer it ftirabEles af- 
ter any thing that is thrown' on the matt to it i . 
as foon as it gets upon its feet, it is led' twenty^ 
times a day to a meadow, where it has piireair, 
and may run and tumble about without harm^ 
they don't ufe leading-ft rings, nor put on themr 
pads or puddings to prevent them from being 
hurt by a fall; as they are human creatures, the 
parent chufes theyfliould learn to fufFer,and from 
experience prevent accidents for the futore : 
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their hfeads are never covered, and that expo^ 
fore hardens the ikull, and prevents humours 
and defiuxions) and guards it iigainft bruifes } 
they are alfo accuftomed to go bare footed« as 
tfaej have not always time to put on their (hoes 
Isnd (lockings, as iii cafes of fire, for fear they 
ihould be burnt ib their huts, and they cad 
Hand Jirnier on a fteep place on their own fkin, 
lAan on thetannM and flippery hides of beafls; 

the reft of their bodies are thinly aiid loofely 

• 

covered; they wear no garters; they are ac^ 
cuftomed to bear the heat of the Hin by de^ 
greec; aHo e^effive cold, and wi^tting rains ; 
from tbh day they are born they bathe them 
ia cold water every day, even when it is cover- 
ed with ice; though the Patagdniahs don't un-* 
derftand phyfic, they know that the motion of 
the bliood is quicker in infancy, and is fuffici- 
ent to keep them wirra, and that the cold af-* 
fc&s them no further than the Ikin. 

As they are prepared to bear the feverity 
of the weather, they alfo are accuftomed to e- 
tery tbiog that appears frightftil in the air ; 
they are ufed to hear and fee the troubled Iky, 
the loud winds; they are led into the middle 
of a garden, and their parents dance round 
them, and admire the lightnings, as we do tha 
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
